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demonstrate a mastery of core skills as well as 
competencies in knowledge in a particular trade or 
professional skill — something that the current 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS) does not presently recognize. 

The "Greene /Magnani Bill" calls for an 
expansion of the current MCAS system to include 
assessment of a student's technical skills, as well as 
specific academic competencies most central to that trade 
or professional skill area.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Paul 
Lambalot at 7:00 pm on Monday lanuary 22. 2001. Also 
present were Selectman Ray Andrews and Executive 
Secretary Carol Adams. Selectman Barry Denham was not 
present for the meeting. 

After unanimously approving the minutes for the 
meetings on Monday lanuary 8 and lanuary 16, as well as 
Executive Session minutes of Tuesday, lanuary 16, and 
lanuary 19, 2001, the board appointed Stephen H. O'Hara 
as a firefighter with a term to expire April 30, 2001.

contractors are aware of the underground utilities and 
that DigSafe has already been contacted. The project 
should be finished by May 1, 2001. 

The next appointment on the agenda was with 
Marilou Newall from AFC Cable Systems who discussed 
the issue Town Hall has with deficient wiring within the 
building. She explained that her company ordinarily 
caters to construction companies, but that she is a town 
resident, and her interest in the Town Hall is personal. 

AFC Cable System's "claim to fame" is the 
process of placing armor around wires, thus making it 
resistant to nibbling animals, as well as being a low 
smoke, low fire producing product. The galvanized steel 
armor coating on the wire, which is also color-coded, 
comes in 17 different wiring configurations. She provided 
the board with packets of information and said the 
company would be delighted to offer an estimation for 
the job, should the board request that information. The 
board said that they would read the information with 
great interest and would be in contact should they need 
further information. 

Capital Needs Committee member Randall Kunz 
came before them once again to offer his volunteer 
services to the town. Since the committee has ceased to 
exist, due to lack of volunteers, he feels that since such a 
committee is needed, he will go back on board from a 
year to year basis until a committee can be formed again. 
Ideally, it is a five-person committee. Thus far, Mr. Kunz 
knows of one other resident who is interested in coming

on board, and hopes that more volunteers will come 
forward. 

Lastly, town resident Dan Goodman came before 
the board to discuss the possible construction of a new 
sludge treatment plant proposed for Fairhaven. Although 
it is a different town, Mr. Goodman is concerned that the 
pollution it creates could certainly affect Mattapoisett 
residents. The impact such a plant could have on 
Mattapoisett is substantial, he feels. The plant would 
process raw sewage from all over New England, which 
would be carried in on 20 to 30 trucks daily, carrying 400 
tons of sewage. 

The emissions from the smoke stack, the water 
pollution, the proximity of the proposed plant to

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Chairman James Huntoon advising that Mattapoisett has 
been awarded $7,277 from the Commonwealth's Sewer 
Rate Relief Fund. This amount will provide a rate relief of 
4.9 percent. 

Executive Secretary Carol Adams reminded 
residents that the weekly Board of Selectmen's meetings 
are being broadcast live every Monday night at 7:00 pm 
on Channel 97 or 98. 

Selectman Andrews will be discussing the Old 
Hammondtown and Center School renovations in detail 
in the next two Selectmen's meetings. He reminded the 
town that there is a 65 percent reimbursement rate from 
the state if this renovation is approved, costing the town 
$8.7 million. But, that as of June 1 that rate will go down 
to 51.25 percent. That means that the $25 million project 
would cost the town $12 million. It is a "no frills" 
renovation providing the two schools with the much 
needed space. It would provide the 350 students at Center 
School an additional 10 classrooms, going from 15 to 25 
rooms. Old Hammondtown School would see its 250 
students go from 12 classrooms to 18. The renovation

would also include a library, a media center, and a 
gymnasium. 

The situation at the schools is "stretched to the 
limit" and if the town continues to do the "band-aid 
approach," according to Selectman Andrews, the $8 
million figure will soon be reached and the town will 
have to pay 100 percent. 

Selectman Andrews said that we "owe it to our 
children" and that this is the most cost-effective way to 
accomplish the project. In the following two Selectmen's 
meetings, the renovations will be discussed in more 
detail.

At 7:05 pm the board met with Animal Control 
Office (ACO) Susan King to discuss ongoing problems with a 
restrained Akita dog in town. Ms. King informed the board 
that on the previous evening she had been called to 10 
Seaside Lane for a dog attack. A dog owned by the Bibeau 
family at the address had been attacked by an unrestrained 
female black and white Akita identified as being owned and 
under the supervision of the Milcher/ Collins family residing 
at 11 Spinnaker Lane. 

Ms. King added that previously, on August 4, 1999, 
both this same female Akita and another male Akita owned 
by the same family was involved in a similar attack. On April 
21, 2000 the male dog was ordered destroyed by the Board of 
Selectmen. "It was my understanding that the surviving 
female Akita was taken out of town," Ms. King said. "The 
dog is back ... (and) the owners have been unwilling to keep 
the dog restrained. There is a kennel on the property, but the 
dog is never in it when I arrive." 

Given that the owners and caretakers of this animal 
have been unwilling to cooperate in keeping the animal 
restrained — as per an order from the Board of Selectmen — 
and that it has attacked another animal, Ms. King said she 
would recommend the female Akita also be destroyed. 

"It's a difficult decision to make, but if the owners 
are not willing to abide by the restraining order, the only 
other option is to order the dog out of town," Ms. King said. 

Selectman Winters was reluctant to order the animal 
away, however, claiming it would only be "passing our 
problems off to another town."

"It's certainly not a pleasant situation, but knowing 
that neighbors and their dogs could be subject to an attack ... 
or, heaven forbid, a child ... we need to do something," 
Chairman Winters said. "I don't think we have to wait until a 
person or child is attacked to take action. Then, it's too late." 

"It seems to me that we've dealt with this family 
before and made it known that a restraining order is a very 
serious thing," Selectman Schaefer said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to support 
Ms. King's recommendation to order the female Akita 
destroyed. The owners/ caretakers of the animal have ten 
days to appeal the board's decision before action is taken.

responsibility for the dog — and Akitas require a fair amount 
of attention." 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Harbormaster 
Charles Bradley and members of the Marine Resource 
Commission (MRC) to consider the MRC's proposed "per 
foot" assessment fee on boats moored in Sippican Harbor to 
be used to fund several needed harbor projects over the next 
five years. The MRC determined several capital 
improvement projects and renovations which need to be 
done and divided the total estimated cost by the total footage 
of boats moored in the harbor to come up with a rate of $1.93 
per foot to be assessed on each boat in addition to the base 
mooring fee. 

"There are a lot of other towns using similar rate 
structures," Mr. Bradley said. "They charge a base fee plus 
additional assessment to pay for needed projects." 

MRC Chairman Luke Lomeland said they held 
public meetings and didn't have anyone come forward to 
object to the proposed assessment. Both the MRC and 
Selectmen did receive some letters from residents, however, 
some of which were opposed to the proposal, but most of 
which were in favor. "I had four people talk to me about it, 
and three were in favor," Chairman Winters said. 

Selectman Schaefer suggested that the rate be 
rounded off to $2 per foot to avoid accounting "nightmares" 
and also because the assessment was based on "today's 
dollars." 

Everyone agreed, and with that the Board of

The property in question is adjacent to the 
Memorial School, and future school expansion would be a 
likely potential use for the lots. 

"I know that Memorial School will need to be 
expanded pretty soon," agreed resident Patty Benner. 
"We're filled to the gills right now." 

When asked what would happen to the property 
if the town passed on its option to buy Selectman Cutler 
said he understood the owners might divide it and sell it 
as eight separate house lots. This move would likely add 
at least eight students to the Rochester school system, 
according to FinCom Chairman Costa, thereby incurring a 
$6,500 per student cost to the town, or $52,000 total. 

There being no further discussion, ARTICLE 1 
was approved via majority vote, 50 to 2. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money from available funds to pay 
prior year's bills as provided by MGL Chapter 44, Section 
64. FinCom Chairman Costa moved that this article be 
tabled indefinitely which was unanimously approved by 
Town Meeting voters. 

There being no further articles to consider, the 
Special Town Meeting was adjourned at 7:47 pm. 

Upon reconvening the Selectmen's meeting, the 
board met with the FinCom at 7:55 pm to discuss setting 
elected officials' salaries for future fiscal years to avoid 
having individual officials getting up on Town Meeting 
floor to defend increases every year. 

Mr. Huntoon has been working with the newly- 
reorganized Personnel Board to address these issues, and 
he said they were considering a three-percent increase for 
elected officials over and above the three-percent step 
increase for all town employees.

"Last year, we took the key elected positions in 
Town Hall and looked at how (salaries are set)/' 
Selectman Cutler said. "Whatever we're going to do with 
elected officials' salaries, it should be across-the-board." 

"If you're going to look at the Town Clerk's 
position, I would ask that there be some type of parity 
with the Tax Collector and Treasurer positions," added 
Selectman and Town Clerk Naida Parker, before excusing 
herself from the discussion.

O Brother, Where Art Thou? 
Starring George Clooney 
and John Turturro. 
Directed by Joel Coen. Running 
time: 106 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. At selected theaters. 

I sincerely hope that the inventive 
Joel and Ethan Coen aren't tormented by 
their biggest success, Fargo, for the rest of 
their lives. The Coens have bent over 
backwards not to repeat themselves; their 
follow-up to the frozen, rigorous Fargo 
turned out to be the amiable shaggy-dog 
Raymond Chandler goof The Big 
Lebowski, which annoyed some fans 
because ... it wasn't Fargo. Their new one, 
OBrother, Where Art Thou?, may already 
be suffering from non-fargo-itis (the 
critics have been unkind). Actually, the 
most relevant comparison to O Brother in 
the Coen portfolio is the slaphappy, 
yodelling Raising Arizona; and, yep, it's 
not Raising Arizona, either. On its own 
loopy terms, though, it worked for me. 

Someone at Universal decided to give 
the Coens a lot of money to recreate 
Depression-era Mississippi, right down to 
the period clothing on every extra in the 
crowd shots. If nothing else, O Brother is 
big Hollywood entertainment seen through 
an indie lens (which, for this film — a first 
for the Coens — is super- wide Panavision, 
the better to get that epic feeling). Based, 
so we're told, on Homer's The Odyssey, 
the story tracks three escaped chain-gang 
inmates — Ulysses McGill (George 
Clooney), Pete (John Turturro), and 
Delmar (Tim Blake Nelson) — on their 
quest to find some loot buried by Ulysses 
("a million-point-two dollars," we hear 
repeatedly, in a possible spoof on box- 
office numerology). 

If we're to have an anecdotal 
sketchbook movie, we might as well 
unleash the Coens on it; they still bang out 
the most elaborately eccentric dialogue 
never heard outside a Coen film (George 
Clooney grins almost nonstop, aware that 
he's reading the deftest wordplay of his 
career since snarling his way through 
Quentin Tarantino' s From Dusk Till Dawn 
script), and they give their three heroes 
three movies' worth of vivid, freshly 
minted characters to run across during 
their journey . Some, like John Goodman' s 




Cyclops-like salesman and a trio of bathing, 
bewitching beauties, are imported from 
Homer and given the Coen once-over; 
others, like soul-selling guitarist Tommy 
Johnson (Chris Thomas King) and George 
"Baby-Face" Nelson (Michael Badalucco), 
are postcards from the Depression. 

Brother is simply the Coens 
luxuriating in a period setting and having 
a great time. Critics who dislike the Coens 
always slam them for making fun of the 
characters and worlds they so painstakingly 
build, but I' ve never gotten that sense from 
their work; you either accept the Coens' 
deadpan-absurdist sensibility or you don' t, 
and their characters, for me, are never 
quirky just for the sake of quirkiness. Even 
aborderline-slapstickfarce like OBrother, 
whose most memorable moments include 
a Ku Klux Klan sequence that suggests an 
unholy union of Busby Berkeley and Leni 
Riefenstahl, lavishes care and attention on 
the kind of faces you'll never see in a 
typical youth-appeal thriller starring Ryan 
Phillippe. 

Whether it' s a man apparently turned 
into a toad, a picnic that turns into a beating 
worthy of WWF Smackdown, or a chain- 
gang brought en masse to a movie and 
taking their seats in perfect synchronicity, 
the Coens enjoy every bit of weirdness 
they put on the screen. Nor do they make 
fun of the wall-to-wall bluegrass music, 
which, as supervised by T-Bone Burnett, 
comes to seem like the movie's heart and 
soul, approaching something like grace 
even when our heroes are singing (as "the 
Soggy Bottom Boys") while smothered in 
ridiculous fake beards. 

1 wouldn't rank O Brother, Where Art 
Thou? as the Coens' best work (for me, 
Miller's Crossing has yet to be unseated); 
then again, I wouldn't rank it as their 
worst, either, perhaps because they have 
yet to make a "worst" film. Least best, 
maybe? Let's just say the Coens are still 
doing what they do, and nobody else is 
doing anything remotely like it.
